BAR BY VATICAN 
NOW SAID TO MEAN

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP)— 
A news service for Catholic 
Church publications quoted its 
Rome correspondent yesterday as 
saying the recent Vatican bar on 
priests’ membership -in Rotary 
clubs applies only to Rotary and 
“not similar organizations.” 


The National Catholic Welfare 
Conference dispatch said “com- 
petent authorities” in Rome hold 
that the bar is not a new action, 
is of universal application and is 
concerned with only Rotary clubs. 

The dispatch was at variance 
with an Associated Press story 
from Rome Jan. 12 which quoted 
an unnamed member of the Su- 
preme Sacred Congregation of 
the Holy Office, which drew up 

he decree, as saying it also ap- 
plied by implication to similar 
groups throughout the world. 


The N.C.W.C. dispatch said au- 
thorities in Rome “emphasize that 
the Vatican’s ban on membership 
in, and ‘attendance at, Rotary 
clubs applies only to priests and 
not ‘to Catholic laymen.” It 
added: 


“It is generally stated here that 
in Latin America, particularly, 
Rotary is usually associated with 
a form of Freemasonry which is 
actively hostile to the church.”

Will Work As Usual. 
Otherwise it will be work as 
usual at his headquarters office, 
with little time for well-wishing 
more than a few formal calls. 
Less than three months ago the 


first United Nations force in his- 


tory was reaching out for a sui 
able birthday present for its com- 
mander—the south bank of the 
Yalu river, to signify the libera- 
tion of all Korea. 

Then, in almost an instant of 
battlefield time. triumph was 
turned into a bitter, but finally 
successful battle for survival. 

Communist China had started 
the “new war” that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur had predicted but appar- 
ently had not really expected. 

The attack put MacArthur on 
the defensive both as a general 
and as an individual. 

A 150-Mile Pull-Back. 

His armies have lost well over 
150 miles in a gigantic pull-back 
required by the tremendous flood 
of Chinese manpower across 
scarred Korea. 

The retreat was masterful. The 
bulk of the U.N. force remains, 
equipped and in fighting trim. 

Since the withdrawal began, 
however, MacArthur, one of Com- 
munism’s most realistic foes, has 
been called upon repeatedly to 
explain why he did not anticipate 
the new Red attack. 

The Chinese threw into reverse 
an Allied “win-the-war offensive” 
which began Nov. 24. MacArthur 
says this Allied assault was neces- 
sary to determine Chinese inten- 
tions because military  intelli- 
gence could not adequately assess 
them. 

He has been caught in the same 
Red imperalistic surge which, al- 
most alone, he has been trying to 
tell the United States for five 
years was inevitable in Asia. 

General’s Health ‘Fine.’ 

The double irony of the situa- 
tion, capping a year of heavy 
strain and exertion, might be 
enough to beat down a man much 
younger and more flexible than 
MacArthur. 


But his personal physician, Col. 


tlefield, on f€: island of For- 
mosa, and once on Wake Island 
for his brief, dramatic meeting 
with President Truman. 

He has not had a vacation since 
before the Pacific war, when, at 
retirement age, he was hurtled to 
historic heights by the Western 


world’s first great crisis in Asia.

Whether he is able to do 
so will depend upon major inter- 
national decisions. His job is only 
to work out the strategy. 

He Hates Defeat. 

He hates retreat and he hates 
defeat.

He feels his command ‘responsi- 
bilities so sharply that or 
years after Bataan, he began to 
cry at a public meeting when he 
talked about the “Death March.” 

The parallel of the years is 
clear, but his force today is not 
completely back at a Bataan. | 

In the hot Philippine winter of 
1942 American and Filipino forces 
were smashed, against the butt 
end of the Bataan peninsula by 
a Japanese attacker that out- 
gunned them, outmanned them 
and controlled the sea and air. 

The Americans prayed for re- 
inforcements or relief that never 
came. 

In the bitterly cold Korean 
winter of 1951, the Allied forces 
again are being cramped against 
the boot of a peninsula. They, 
too, may never see the reinforce- 
ments they néed against the 
waves of manpower rolling south- 
ward. 

They do control the sea and the 
air, and as long as they do the 
ground forces never will be left 
behind. 

Scanty Consolation. 

Yet this is scant consolation 

for fighting men and their com-

Dusty and grimy after a trip 
to the shrunken Pusan front 
in late July, MacArthur told 
newspaper men with grave seri- 
ousness that the North Koreans 
had lost their chance for victory. 
Later, beneath the shattered 
glass dome of the Capitol build- 
ing, MacArthur turned over Seoul 
to the South Koreans with tears 
in his eyes and a solemn request 
for battle-hardened men to repeat 
the Lord’s Prayer. ... 

Still later, ashen-faced, he stood 
at Tokyo’s airport, describing his 
first visit to the front after the 
fateful Chinese attack and said 
his armies had broken a Red plan 
to “encompass our destruction by 
one massive stroke.”

ST. LOUIS MUST CHOOSE 


There was a greater gain of 
population in the slum districts 
than in any other section of St. 

' Louis, in the decade between the 
censuses of 1940 and 1950, a City 
Plan Commission study shows. 
Analysis of the study was made 
by the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 


The finding as to the slums re- 
versed a trend that had been 
going on as far back as 1910, in 
which population steadily dwin- 
dled in an outward wave from 
east to west. The Plan Commis- 
sion points out that the slum 
neighborhoods involved in the re- 
versal now have virtually all pos- 
sible living quarters occupied, 
whereas in 1940 as many as a 
quarter of the antiquated dwell- 
ings there stood vacant. 


The growth in the interval re- 
flects, of course, the great and 
continuing pressure for housing, 
especially among families in the 
lower income brackets. 

Many Are Negroes. 

To an extremely large extent, 
the dwellers in the slum area of 
greatest population growth are 
Negroes. It is in this section 
that the worst overcrowding and 
most unsatisfactory housing and 
living conditions for Negroes are 
found. 


The commission’s study is 
broken down to cover the 82 resi- 
dential and 17 industrial neigh- 
borhoods into which the city is 
officially divided. To a small 
extent, not enough to upset the 
findings, figures for some census 
tracts had to be prorated between 
neighborhood’ districts, where 
there are overlapping boundaries. 

The commission called the ter- 
ritory of greatest growth “cen- 
tral,” rather than slums. This 
region of population increase 
does not take in all of the of- 
ficially designated slum or “re- 
construction” areas, and in fact 
‘goes outside ‘that area at. one 
corner and in a séction west of 
Twelfth boulevard, adjoining the 
downtown center. 

12 Pet. Population Rise. 

Increase in population in eight 
neighborhood districts in this 
central sector in the 1940-50 
decade was 12,795, or 12.67 per 
cent. They lie principally within 
these boundaries: Twelfth and 
Grand boulevards, Cass-and Park 
avenues. By neighborhoods the 
growth in inhabitants was di- 
vided as follows: Ewing, 3240; 
Sheridan, 2840; Chouteau, 1550; 
Carr, 1270; Lafayette, 1220; De 
Soto, 955; Papin, 875; Eads, 845. 

Total 1950 population of these 
eight neighborhoods was 113,745, 
or 13.3 per cent of the people of 
the city.

BRITISH SMALLPOX 
STIRS WARNING FOR 
VACCINATIONS HERE 


All St. Louisans who have not 
been vaccinated against small- 
pox in the last five years were 
urged yesterday by Dr. Earl J. 
Smith, health commissioner, to 
take that protective step. 

No cases of smallpox have been 
reported in St, Louis since 1942, 
when there were three. No deaths 
have been recorded here from 
the disease since 1927. In, 1883, 
there were 233 smallpox deaths; 
in 1902, 1798 cases and 17 
deaths; in 1920, 245 cases. As 
late as 1930, there were 160 
cases and in 1938, 47 reported 
cases. 

Dr. Smith made his recommen- 
dation on vaccinations “in view 
of newspaper accounts of a small- 
pox outbreak in Great Britain,” 
he said. The disease can be com- 
pletely eradicated from a com- 
munity in which vaccination is 
compulsory, he pointed out. 

“The present St. Louis record 
is a good one but can be easily 
reversed if our citizens grow 
careless and neglect to have this 
simple but most effective pre- 
ventive measure performed,” he 


asserted.

Oliver said his office would | 
seek to determine if stores which | 
refuse mills are turning over to | 
the state the entire amount col- | 
lected as sales taxes. 

He pointed out that an estab- 
lishment with large sales, such as 
a department store, would make | 
a substantial profit by collecting 
excessive sales tax payments 
from customers while paying over 
to the state only 2 per cent of 
its gross sales. 

G. H. Bates, state director of | 
revenue, with whom Oliver con- 
ferred in Jefferson City Friday, | 
said nothing in the law permits | 
the use of the “bracket” system | 
in ‘tollecting ‘sales taxes. The |

If the Sena- 
tor representing the district in 
which an appointee resides re- 
jects an appointee as personally 
objectionable to him, that auto- 
matically results in refusal to 
confirm under the unwritten rule 
of Senatorial courtesy. 

The Senator representing Ju-

Regardless of Reid’s action, Ju- 
lian’s rejection on a vote in the 
executive session appears prob- 
able, although it cannot now be 
said to be a certainty. The un- 
certainty, strangely, grows out of 
a doubt that the 13 Republican 
Senators will vote as a unit in 
refusing confirmation. It is pos- 
sible that two might absent them- 
selves or vote for confirmation.

‘The university - needs about 
$450,000 in new and unrestricted 
funds to take care of immediate 
needs, Compton said, because of 
reduced enrollment due to the 
national emergency. The decline 
in enrollment resulted in a re- 
duction of $360,000 In the univer- 
sity’s income for 1950. 

“With the need to build up the 
nation’s Army, there will be nec- 
essarily a further and presumably 
greater reduction next year,” the 
chancellor wrote. 

Additional endowments of at 
least $8,000,000 would be needed 
to provide income to compensate 
for the loss in tuition revenue, he 
stated, but this will be a long- 
range effort. Immediate needs 
require substantial. annual con- 
tributions, he added. 3 

He pointed out that although 
the endowment of the institution 
had risen to eighteenth in rank 
among the nation’s universities, 
it was one-sixth that of Harvard 
University or about half that of 
Northwestern University, “insti-

The stakes are high, since they may well 
involve a free Europe or a Europe under the 
hopeless domination of Soviet Russia. If, as 
a result of American welshing on what is 
considered at least a moral obligation, Rus- 
sia should overrun Europe, it would mean 
the end of trade and cultural relationships 
between Europe and North America that have 
existed since Colonial times, and we would 
have to say goodby to that comradship in 
arms which gave us victory in two world wars 
and is sorely needed by America today. 

On the day the present Congress convened, 
some of the isolationists blossomed forth with 
the assertion that the President had no right 
to send additional troops abroad without 
congressional permission. President Truman 
countered that the Constitution gives him the 
authority. Precedent after precedent was 
cited to uphold him. 

Now the isolationists seem to have dropped 
the charge with respect to presidential rights 
and are questioning the propriety and wis- 
dom of sending soldiers without approval of 
Congress. It appears to be generally con- 
ceded now that the power of Congress lies in 
withholding appropriations or in impeach- 
ment, but some internationalists are saying 
that Truman should consult Congress in the 
interest of national unity. 

» What it boils down to, in reality, is that 
the Senators are having their say and mark- 
ing time until the return of Gen. Eisen- 
hower, supreme commander for the At- 
lantic powers in Europe, who now is sizing 
up defense prospects abroad. The Gen- 
eral’s report is due the end of this month. 
‘What he says will go—with a majority of 
the Congress and the White House. 


A preliminary test of isolationist: strength 
will come next Tuesday when, as part of the 
“great debate” on foreign policy, the Senate 
will begin voting on the much-publicized 
Wherry resolution, which reads as follows:

It is expected that Senator Wherry (Rep), 
Nebraska, the minority floor leader and an 
undertaker by trade, will witness the funeral 
of his resolution, which is expected to be 
buried decently in thé Foreign Relations 
Committee. Administration forces think they 
have enough votes to send it there. 

After the interment it is expected that 
Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, will offer a 
substitute based on President Truman’s state- 
ment at a news conference Thursday that he 
would appreciate Senate approval of a reso- 
lution approving sending troops to Europe. 

As the arguments shape up today the main 
point seems to be whether the Administration 
will agree to consult Congress and abide by 
its decision.

The sometimes heated speeches and dis- 
cussions have involved such personalities as 
Truman, Secretary of State Dean Acheson, 
former President Herbert Hoover, and Sena- 
tors Taft (Rep.), Ohio, Douglas (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, and Connally. Certain sections of the 
press have proclaimed an acute constitutional 
crisis and altogether there seems to be a good 
deal of confusion as to what the issues actu- 
ally are. 

There are some important issues in- 
volved, of course, including national unity, 
defense, fair play and conscientious efforts 
to make our form of government effective. 
But underlying this is the suspicion that 
Republican-isolationist attacks on the Ad- 
ministration’s policies are more than a lit- 
tle tinged with partisan politics..

Acheson to Hickenlooper: 
“A Clear and Absolute ‘No.’” 


During hearings on the North Atlantic 
treaty in April 1949 Senator Hickenlooper 
(Rep.), Iowa, asked a witness, Secretary Ache- 
son: 

“Are we going to be expected to send sub- 
stantial numbers of troops over there as a 
more or less permanent contribution to the 
development of these’ countries’ capacity to 
resist?” 

Acheson replied: 

“The answer to that questien, Senator, 
is a clear and absolute ‘no.’” 

That was almost two years ago, a long time 
as things go in world affairs nowadays. 
Since then Soviet Russia has set off an 
atomic explosion,and has increased pressure 


thought, he said, that if a Senator voted to 
ratify the treaty the Senator was not thereby 
agreeing to send a substantial number of 
troops to Europe. What the Senators agreed 
to do, he continued, is set out in the treaty. 
He referred questioners to articles 3 and 5, 
which read as follows: 

Article 3: “In order more effectively to 
achieve the objectives of this treaty, the par- 
ties, separately and jointly, by means of con- 
tinuous and effective self-help and mutual 
aid, will maintain and develop their in- 
dividual and collective capacity to resist 
armed attack.” 

Article 5: “The parties agree that an armed 
attack against one or more of them in Europe 
or North America shall be considered an 
attack against them all; and consequently 
they agree that, if such an armed attack 
occurs, each of them, in exercise of the 
right of individual or collective self-defense 
recognized by article 51 of the charter of 
the United Nations, will assist the party or 
parties so attacked by taking forthwith, in- 
dividually and in concert with the other 
parties, such action as it deems necessary, 
including the use of armed force, to restore 
and maintain the security of the North At- 
lantic area. Any such armed attack and all 
measures taken as a result thereof shall 
immediately be reported to the’ Security 
Council. Such measures shall be terminated 
when the Security Council has taken the 
measures necessary to restore and maintain 
international peace and security.”

PPOSITION to Communist rule in the 

Soviet satellite states of eastern Europe 

is great—and growing. It is estimated 
that between 80 and 90 per cent of the popu- 
lations behind the Iron Curtain, excluding 
the Russians, are eager friends and potential 
allies of the free world. 

The Russian sphere now has more to fear 
from Fifth Column activity by sympathizers 
of the West than the West has to fear the 
Communist parties in its own midst. This is 
a fact of increasing significance as the two 
worlds move toward a showdown. 

In Poland and in Slovakia (Eastern Czecho- 
slovakia) armed resistance groups exist. They 
are small and dispersed and at the moment 
are no great threat to the Communist regimes 
in these countries.

11 and Douglas, last Monday, set forth his 
program, which included a vote on the ques- 
tion of committing further troops abroad.

Taft’s questioning of the President’s con- 
stitutional powers was immediately and ef- 
fectively attacked by numerous commenta- 
tors. One of the sharpest replies was given 
in the New York Times last Sunday by Henry 
Steele Commager, professor of history at 
Columbia University. 


Professor Commager quoted John Quincy 
Adams as stating: 

“However startled we may be at the idea 
that the chief executive magistrate has the 
power of involving the nation in war, even 
without consulting Congress, an experience 
of 50 years has proved that in numberless 
cases he has and must have exercised the 
power.” 

Theodore Roosevelt, Commager recalled, 
“took” the Panama Canal Zone when he 
felt it imperative, and later commented: 


“I took the Canal Zone and let Congress 
debate, and while the debate goes on the 
Canal does also.” 

The historian also noted that Franklin 
D. Roosevelt was bitterly criticized for his 
prewar conduct on foreign affairs, includ- 
ing the destroyer-bases deal, the shoot-on- 
sight order and the lend-lease delegation 
of power. These were acts short of war | 
but, Commager commented, none was suc- 
eessfully challenged in any area “nor, as | 
yet, at the bar of history.” 

Commager cited other precedents dating 
back tp 1831 and he issued a reminder of 
something some persons seemed to have for- 
gotten, that the Senate ratified the North 
Atlantic Treaty and made the obligations 
under that treaty legally binding on the 
President.

Discontent is widespread and on the in- 
crease in Czechoslovakia, Poland, Hungary, 
Romania and Bulgaria. 

Disillusionment has set in among the work- 
ers as well as among the peasants. Both 
classes are now bitterly aware that they were 
tricked by rosy Communist promises of lib- 
eration from the old order into becoming 
prisoners of something worse. 

The peasants were promised agrarian 
reform.

Will an irate public opinion make a whip- 
ping boy out of the Americans of Chinese 
extraction? 


The leaders of San Francisco’s Chinatown, 
unofficial capital of the Chinese in America, 
sincerely hope not, and are doing everything 
in their power to forestall such a develop- 
ment. But they shake their heads sadly over 
mounting reports of minor incidents from 
the hinterlands, and even in San Francisco 
itself, which indicate that some anti-Chinese 
prejudice is taking root. 

Some people have withdrawn their pa- 
tronage ‘from Chinese laundries, restau 
rants and grocery stores. The inoffensive 
proprietors, mostly hard working men who 
know little about international affairs, were 
astonished to hear themselves tongue lashed 
as sinister enemies and probable traitors. 
A few Chinese children have come home in 
tears to relate insults from their school- 
mates. 

During the Christmas season, a company 
of San Francisco firemen were severely criti- 
cized for selecting a Chinese motif for their 
firehouse Yule decorations. The criticism 
provoked a storm of defense, but the episode 
clearly demonstrated that there is fertfle soil 
—even on the fringes of Chinatown—for 
growth of a bitter anti-Chinese bigotry. 

Well aware of the damage such a wave of 
intolerance might do both to the nation and 
to its innocent victims, key government of- 
ficials have already taken steps to nip it in 
the bud. 

In California, which has the largest 
Chinese population of any state in the 
Union, Gov. Earl Warren paid a surprise 
visit to the headquarters of the Chinese 
American Citizens Alliance. He gave as- 
surance that he regards the 40,000 San 
Francisco Chinese as loyal American citi- 
zens, and will insist that they be treated 
as such.

Every day, the paper publishes 
reports of anti-Communist uprisings in 
China, and of unsavory conditions under the 
Red regime. Dai Ming Lee, editor of the 
‘paper, consistently urges his readers to sup- 
port the United States and oppose the Chi- 
nese Communists. 

The Chinese Press, another Chinatown 
publication, also took a firm position in sup- 
port of American and United Nations foreign 
policy. 

“As American citizens with Chinese ori- 
gins, Chinese family ties, and a Chinese cul- 
tural background, of which we can be and 
have been proud, we are in a peculiarly ad-

By March 1949 some 17,000 Romanian 
peasants had been forcibly dispossessed. In 
Bulgaria half the land has been -collectivized 
despite the peasants’ protests. In Hungary 
last spring the collectivization drive had to. 
be temporarily called off because of peasant. 
opposition. In Poland the regime is under 
Russian pressure to get on with collectiviza, 
tion which nobody has dared to press very 
hard. There are 15,000,000 peasants in 
Poland.

The famed “Six Companies” of San Fran- 
cisco, the Chinese Consolidated Benevolent 
Association, biggest federation ef Chinese 
American tongs and family associations, 
wired President Truman its support of Amere 
ican opposition to seating the Chinese Come 
munists in the United Nations, and de- 
nounced the Red military action in Korea, 
A similar stand was taken by the counter- 
part organization in New York. 


Even aged Chinese Americans, many of 
whom speak little English, joined in voicing 
their antagonism to the rulers oftheir mother 
country, and their support of their new na- 
tion. In Oregon, elderly Mo Chong Way, 
president of the Portland Chinese Benevolent 
Association, issued a statement through his 
English-speaking grandchildren asserting that 
“we are American Chinese, and we want to 
be Americans even though we are Chinese 
by descent. We don’t désire to help or sup- 
port anyone who fights against America.” 

Despite these fervent protestations of 
loyalty, the Chinese Americans are fear- 
ful for their future. Only a decade ago, 
they recall, somewhat similar declarations 
were being made by many leaders of the 
Japanese American communities, 

Then came Pearl Harbor. The command- 
ing general of the Western Defense Com- 
mand decided, apparently on his own initia- 
tive, to have everyone of Japanese extrac- 
tion rounded up and moved to concentration 
camps less offensively labeled “relocation 
centers.” The action was recently denouficed 
by a Federal Circuit Court of Appeals de- 
cision as the “Nazi-like doctrine of inherited 
racial enmity,” and without legal authority— 
but the harm was already done. 

California’s Nisei families, many of whom 
proved their loyalty in the armed forces, 
were uproofed. The Japanese Tea Garden in 
San Francisco’s Golden Gate Park, its name 
changed to the Oriental Tea Garden, was 
stripped from the Nipponese family which 
had operated it for three generations. 

After V-J day, the Japanese families who 
returned to their former homes encountered 
considerable difficulty in reclaiming their 
property. The dockets of California courts 
still list numerous cases stemming from the 
wartime hysteria. When the Nisei returned, 
young hoodlums heaved rocks through the 
windows of their Buddhist temples. 


The World War II treatment of the West 
Coast Japanese is a chapter in history of 
which few Americans are proud. Will it 
have a sequel, with the Chinese Americans 
substituted for the Japanese as the targets. 
of widespread hysterical antagonism? 


The question is being seriously and mourm 
fully weighed in the councils of Chinatéwn, 
where modern American slang sometimes 
mingles with the colorful dialogue of an 
ancient homeland. 

Yes, the Chinese American leaders admit, 
there are a few Communist sympathizers in 
their midst—just as there are a few sup- 
porters of the nationalist regime of Chiang 
Kai-shek. However, the apparent attitude 
of the overwhelming majority is “a plague 
on both your houses.” They would like to 
see a strong democracy in the land of their 
origin, but their chief concern is their family 
and business problems, and their primary na- 
tional loyalty is to the United States. 

How public opinion treats the Chinese 
Americans under the stress of the Korean 
war and its threatened spread will be @ 
major test of the tolerance and pmelligence 
of American democracy.

River Town, 1900 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


East St. Louis’ new bridge across the 
Mississippi makes me wax sentimental 
about Old Man River and our city on 
its bank. 

When I was a child at the beginning 
of the century we lived in North St. 
Louis less than a half mile from the 
river and the North Market street 
ferry dock operated by the Wiggins 
Ferry Co. We played baseball on a 
large vacant cinder tract at the foot 
of St. Louis avenue. When we tired 
of that we got a drink of sulphur water 
that flowed continuously from a spring 
there. 

Then we would wander along the 
river, skip a few rocks and watch the 
‘two ferry’ boats plying between the 
North Market street dock and Venice, 
Ill. There was always plenty of excite- 
ment there, especially when a drove of 
hogs or cattle being driven through 
. the streets to the ferry gave trouble 
before they were gotten onto the deck. 

There was an unending flow of peo- 
ple on foot or driving horses, some 
of which occasionally cut up and 
reared in protest at boarding the boat. 
Frequently passengers were late and 
would run for the ferry. Sometimes 
they made it and sometimes they 
missed it. Once in a while a drunk 
fell in and had to be fished out. One 
of our biggest thrills was a round 
trip over and back, if we had a dime 
for the fare. 

There were always the boats to 
watch, and there were many of them 
we could identify long before they 
were close enough for us to read their 
names. Some of the boys could swim 
across the river and often did, first 
walking up stream for a mile or more 
to allow for the current. The water 
was muddy and they_sometimes got an 
ezr infection we called “mud eer.” 
_The big, heavy, steel-tired horse- 
drawn wagons and vehicles of all kinds 
are no more. The ferries, tugs and 
packets, the stern- and side-wheelers, 
have almost disappeared, and in their 

places are the sleek-looking, Diesel- 
powered tugs and barges, and the con- 
stant cross traffic of automobiles and 
trucks, 

But in spite of new bridges and 
dams, Old Man River goes rolling 
along very much as it always did, pro- 
viding us with so many facilities that 
have helped to make St. Louis great.

Yet Another Holocaust? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Why must there be another holo- 
caust, each man-made and more terri- 
fying than the preceding ones? The 
answer is that the world has growing 
pains such as it never experienced be- 
fore. A system of scientific mechanics 
is imposing itself on a seventeenth cen- 
tury social system, and the impact 
brings upheaval. 

Worl ar II should have taught us 
that while military victories are still 
possible, the consequence of any war to 
all participants is economic defeat and 
preparation for the next round of an- 
nihilation of people and property. 

. , What then is the remedy? The 
United States, as a consequence of its 
economic leadership, owes it to the 
world to set the pace in social leader- 
ship. Our military defeat in Korea was 
not a foregone conclusion, but our po- 
litical defeat could have been foreseen 


This knowledge is summarized in the film 
“Pattern for Survival,” which has been shown 
to the Police Department, to a small group of 
civilians, and over KSD-TV, and which is now 
planned for showing in the public and pa- 
rochial schools in the city. 

Everyone should see this film. Instruction 
should be given in all the schools, and in city- 
wide training classes for adults, in self-protec- 
tion and mutual aid in event of atomic attack. 


2. A General Alarm System. 


If an atomic attack should come with 10 to 
20 minutes in which to prepare against it— 
which is the longest time the authorities think 
the civilian population would likely have—it 
would be of the utmost importance for the 
alarm to be carried to every person in the com- 
munity without the delay of a single minute. 

When the state-wide air raid warning test 
was held Dec. 27, State Civil Defense Director 
Hammond said the three factory whistles which 
carried the alarm in Jefferson City could not 
be heard in the city streets. St. Louis does not 
know as much as Jefferson City about the ade- 
quacy or inadequacy of its available alarm sys- 
tem, for this city was too completely unpre- 
‘pared to take any part in the state-wide test. 

New York City is spending $200,000 for an 
air raid warning system which is being installed 
by the New York Telephone Co. Alarms will 
ring instantaneously in 1393 schools, 149 hos- 
pitals, nine colleges, 22 radio and television sta- 
tions, 23 offices of the Board of Transportation 
and 35 civil defense centers. The signals will 
be transmitted from police precinct stations or, 
if any one of them were knocked out, from the 
telephone central office building in the area. 

Eighty-two separate networks will carry the 
signal and 60 buildings in all parts of the city 
would have to be destroyed before the system 
could be disrupted permanently. To sound the 
general alarm New York- City is buying and 
installing 15 large sirens and 500 smaller ones. 


3. Evacuation to Shelters. 


Principals of schools, managers of buildings 
and heads of business concerns should be in- 


. structed in what to do with their pupils, tenants 


and employes in event of attack. They should 
be equipped with a plan for orderly evacuation 
to a place of refuge. 

Pending construction of air raid shelters, cel- 
lars and lower floors of buildings should be 
inspected by civil defense authorities to deter- 
mine which of them would be suitable as shel- 
ters and what work would have to be done on 
them to make them safe. Many of these places 
of refuge might be kept in service permanently 
as auxiliaries to specially-built raid shelters. 
Proposals for using caves and the railroad tun- 
nels as shelters should be investigated. 

Studies should be made to determine what 
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| Gov. 
Smith has asked an interim appropriation of 
$75,000 to last till July 1, an appropriation of 
$200,000 for the two years following that date, 
and another $200,000 for use at his discretion in 
event of an emergency. i 

Chairman Columbo of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee seeks to increase the two-year 
appropriation to $500,000. State Civil Defense 
Director Hammond also asks for the $500,000 
sum, and the House Appropriations Committee 
seems disposed to approve whatever amount he 
considers necessary. Careful studies should be 
made by St. Louis’s civil defense director, when 
named, as well as by his opposite numbers in 
other Missouri cities, to indicate to the Legis- 
lature what sums they consider enough but not 
too much. 

A bill to authorize Missouri to enter into 
compacts with other states for mutual aid in 
civil defense should be enacted. “United States 
Civil Defense,” the National Security Resources 
Board pamphlet, says: “To make every critical 
target community completely dependent upon 
its own resources would dislocate the national 
economy and jeopardize the rest of the defense 
effort.” 

With this in mind, New York and New Jersey 
have signed a mutual-aid compact. California 
is negotiating with neighboring states and Mexi- 
co for a similar arrangement. [Illinois is seeking 
compacts with Missouri, Iowa, Kentucky, Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin. St. Louis also will need 
mutual aid agreements with other municipalities 
in St. Louis county and in the nearby areas of 
Missouri and Illinois. 


5. A Civil Defense Organization. 

While all the foregoing is being done, the civil 
defense director and his aids should also be 
setting up an organization that would be trained 
and ready to go into action immediately if an 
atomic bomb should be dropped. 

This organization should be equipped to dig 
victims out of wreckage, carry them by litter to 
the nearest mobile first-aid station, take them 
thence by ambulance, truck and other motor 
vehicles to hospitals, and provide them with 
medical attention and supplies, including blood 
plasma. The organization should also be 
equipped to feed, clothe and shelter refugees, 
and direct evacuations from the city. 

So numerous would be the responsibilities of 
this organization that its scope and complexity 
can only be suggested here. How late St. Louis 
is in setting up the means of its own protection 
in case of air raids is implicit in the following 
fact: New York City was complaining last month 
because only 20,000 had signed up for auxiliary 
police and fire posts and as air raid wardens, 
whereas in St. Louis the call for volunteers has 
not even gone out yet. 

Because so much waits to be done, because it 
is so important, and because it may be so ur- 
gent, we are sure the Civil Defense Council is 
expediting its selectior of a director. It should 
choose the kind of man who will attack his 
manv-sided tasks with equal expedition. 
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Curators Who Will Be Watched 


When the Missouri Senate confirms the three 
new appointees, a majority of the nine members 
of the Board of Curators of the University will 
owe their commissions to Gov. Smith. 

The Governor’s three new appointees are 
James S. Bush, St. Louis banker; J. A. Daggs, 
Memphis livestock farmer, and Lester E. Cox, 
Springfield industrialist. Previously, the Gov- 
ernor appointed former Congressman W. P. El- 
mer of Salem and Dr. Glenn W. Hendren of 
Liberty, brother of former Democratic State 
Chairman John H. Hendren. 

This policy of replacements has cost the 
board some valuable curators. Former State 
Senator Allen McReynolds of Carthage, for ex- 
ample, performed. yeoman work in working out 
the solution to the problem, ducked by the Leg- 


islature, of admission of Negroes to the State . 


University. Frank C. Mann of Springfield also 
compiled a good record. So have others. 

But if a policy of rotation is agreed on, it 
may be wondered why no notice was taken of 
the recommendations of the university’s St. 
Louis alumni? This group proposed three well- 
known St. Louisans of demonstrated qualifica- 
tions. Yet the Governor passed them all by. 

Does this mean that there is in contemplation 
a move to upset the decision of the board last 
November to establish the University of Mis- 
souri’s four-year medical school at Columbia? 
The untimely death of Board President Roscoe 
Anderson, who ably and courageously devoted 
much of his time to working for the Columbia 
site, could make it easier to put across a switch 
to Kansas City. If this move is being consid- 
ered, it should be forgotten. Columbia is the 
central location from which the public health of 
all Missouri can best be served. 

The many Missourians who have the best in-

watching to see how Gov. Smith’s reconstituted 
Board of Curators goes about this important 
aspect of the people’s business. 
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Not Just for Esthetes 

The St. Louis Symphony Society’s mainte- 
nance fund goal this year has been set at $175,- 
000—an all time high. As money goes these 
days this is not a staggering amount for an insti- 
tution that has been tied in so closely, and for 
such a long period, with the city’s history. In 
recent years, however, the society has not been 
successful in raising an even smaller amount, a 
fact that seems inexplicable to friends of the 


organization who are accustomed to thinking of 


St. Louis as afplace where all the facilities of 
civilized living are available. . 


One of the reasons why raising money for. 


symphonic music is so difficult is that many 
citizens who do not attend concerts are inclined 
to regard this phase of the general culture as a 
dispensable luxury. What they apparently over- 
look is that everything is a luxury, in a sense, 
that is not essential to life, health, comfort and 
the maintenance of public order. Libraries and 
museums could be so classified: also golf, base- 


connected with one or more activities that are 
“cultural” in the broad sense. Their interests 


are affected, therefore, when any organic part of 
the community’s ‘tangible assets is devitalized 
or destroyed. And if the Symphony Orchestra 
dies—and it is certainly in danger—the remain- 
ing institutions are weakened. 

We offer no brief for the elevating effects of 
music or for a great tradition that has been ac- 
cumulating since the beginnings of the Ambro- 
sian chant. It is not necessary. We suggest, 
however, that the entertainment values of good 
music have never been fully explored. A group 
of truck drivers gave $700 to the symphony 
fund in Seattle. They knew, somehow, that good 
music was not just for esthetes, or for scholars 
or for “socialites.” 
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Mr. Stassen’s Counter Revolution 

Harold Stassen’s proposal of a “dynamic” for- 
eign policy designed to stir up internal revolu- 
tion against the Soviet rulers behind the Iron 
Curtain need not be judged entirely on theory. 
The United States has been following that 
policy, for all practical purposes, with respect to 
China. Thus the value of the policy can be esti- 
mated by the results it has achieved in China. 

The results are, to put it mildly, not spectacu- 
larly successful. The conflict in Korea and the 
difficulty of reaching any reasonable Asian set- 
tlement are complicated by the fact that the 
United States allowed itself to become identified 
with the mortal enemy of Communist China. We 
supplied that enemy with military eqyipment in 
a civil war, we still recognize it as the true gov- 
ernment of China, and we are protecting its 
island base in Formosa. 

By these acts we have enabled the Commu- 
nists in Peiping to cement popular support be- 
hind them in a way that would never have been 
possible had we made it clear from the start 
that the government of China was the Chinese 
people’s own business. 

Surely the same- results could be expected 
from any broader campaign, on the Stassen 
model, to incite insurrection in the Communist 
countries. Where the Communists have strength, 
the reason is that they have been able to 
identify themselves with a deep-seated popular 
movement for social and economic change and 
national self-determination. This sense of 
identity "may well disappear as th® Communists 
fail to deliver the goods. But it can only be 
reinforced by an American-sponsored * world 
counter-revolution which enables the Red ty- 
rants to pass off our opposition to them as oppo- 
sition to the peoples they have enslaved. 
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Invulnerable Nothings 


Percy Bysshe Shelley is one of the most fre- 
quently quoted of British poets, often for his 
tributes to the ‘skylark and to the west wind. 
It happens that he wrote some lines with rare 
pertinence for the climate of fear and near- 
hysteria in the United States today. Wrote this 
poet who lived a century and a half ago: 

"Tis we who, lost in stormy visions, keep 

With phantoms an unprofitable strife, 

And in mad trance strike with the spirit’s 

Invulnerable nothings ... 

There are real dangers all around us. That 
no one denies. All the more reason to be sure 
that. we do not waste any of our energies and 
efforts on “invulnerable nothings.” 
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He Reported With a Brush 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


John Singer Sargent was the first American painter of international 
reputation; he documented his times; though not profoundly. cre- 
ative, his work was assured and often striking; “his significance 
as a reporter will prevent him from falling into obscurity.”

Twenty-five years ago the world 
mourned the death of John S. Sargent, 
celebrated as the heir of Velasquez and the 
first American painter of international 
reputation. A clear understanding of the 
nature of Sargent’s art, and of his position 
in American art history, has suffered from 
poles of opinion, for the early unquestion- 
ing accolades distorted his true role as 
badly as the vituperation and neglect 
of subsequent critics. 

The problem now is to see if, from the 
meager vantage of a quarter-century, one 
can yet estimate his 
comparative position 
and discover what 
there is in his work 
to enjoy and consid- 
er seriously. 

The much - quoted 
observation made by 
Henry James in 1893 
is as remarkable a 
prophecy of the gen- 
eral critical attitude 
as it is an analysis 
ofthe young painter: 
“Sargent offers the 
slightly uncanny 
tg as ty talent 
which on e very 
threshold of its ca- Jonn. S. Sergent 
reer has nothing more to learn. ... May 
not this breed an irresponsibility of clev- 
erness, a wantonness, an irreverence? 
What will he do with it? It becomes a 
question of responsibility, and we hold 
him: altogether to a higher account. This 
is the case with Sargent: he knows so 
much about painting, that he perhaps does 
not fear emergencies quite enough.” 


A Good Painter Indeed 


Sargent has been measured by severer 
standards than any other of our native 
painters, so that the study of his work is 
of double interest. His is a conspicuous 
case in point of the necessity of evaluating 
the American artist by consistent esthetic 
standards. One regrets that many of the 
painters who are highly esteemed are not 
adequately understood as local manifes- 
tations of interhational currents in art. 


In discussing John Sargent from this 
point of view, serious criticism will be 
leveled, for it is not argued that he is an 
artist of first rank, standing beside Copley, 
Homer or Eakins. There is, however, a 
considerable body of work in which he 
may be judged a very good painter indeed. 

Throughout Sargent’s «career certain 
paintings came off perfectly. Particularly 
in the work done between 1874 and 1885, 
when he was from 18 to 29 years old, 
Sargent was a sensitive and attentive stu- 
dent of the art of painting, more receptive 
to the influence of his progressive contem- 
poraries—Monet and Manet in particular. 


Satisfying, Not Exciting 
A carefully selected exhibition might 


; 
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spite of the hushed, unobtrusive- Jamesian 
mood it establishes, Sargent’s deficiencies 
are revealed explicitly. It is not a pro- 
vocative or complex effect. Again the 
painting is executed with perfect ease, 
and one finds details painted with a sin- 
gle charged stroke, but the stroke itself 
offers little pleasure to the observer. 

In these two paintings one comes to the 
heart of the matter and can begin to weigh 
the good with the bad. From the begin- 
ning we find a vigor and assurance of 
painting which is a pleasure to behold; it 
is a clean, straightforward physical qual- 
ity in Sargent’s brushwork that dazzled his 
contemporaries and that continues to have 
great interest long after one has accepted 
it as acrobatics. 

It is not, however, the subtle calligraph- 
ic stroke of Toulouse-Lautrec or Degas. 
One responds more to the energy than to 
the quality of the brushwork. 


The main body of his work, of course, is 
the portraits, and im that vast number 
there are few that do not catch the eye 
promptly, and a great many that are 
compelling. There is no question but that 
even among the less elusive of his sitters 
some monumental failures were produced, 
and a group headed by such a painting as 
that of “Mrs. Joseph Widener” lacks sharp 
focus and direct vision. One cannot grasp 
the personality for all the glitter. 


Akin to Photography 


On the other hand, of the early por- 
traits that of “Robert Louis Stevenson” 
is of particular charm and interest. The 
values are low and the accents controlled; 
the composition points to the influence of 
Whistler in its adroit balances, but there 
is an immediacy akin also to photography. 

Comparing Sargent with the Royal 
Academicians, Roger Fry wrote, “Neither 
his evaluations nor his vision really dif- 
fered from theirs, it was only his vastl 
-superior capacity for recording them tha 
distinguished him. The result was that 
he reported to the public those visual 
facts which interested them far more 
sharpiy than the old Academy painters.” 


To assemble the arguments, Sargent can 
be recommended for three qualities: First, 
while his brushwork is often monotonous 
and his sensitivity to tones uneven, his 
technique displays an assurance and sim- 
plicity that scarcely vary throughout his 
career. Sargent never labors for effect. 


Portrait of a Century 


Secondly, although as a composer of 
paintings Sargent assuredly was not pro- 
foundly creative, he nevertheless had a 
gift for striking composition, and his paint- 
ings are rarely dull in design. The effects 
are obvious, but they function. 


Finally, the body of Sargent’s work is 
an invaluable document of his time, and 
his significance as a reporter alone will 
prevent him from falling into obscurity. 
In a large measure Sargent functioned as 


the official portrait painter to the world, ° 


and before his brush passed the leading 
figures of the generation. Not only are 
these important as documents, but Sar- 
gent’s exuberance, extravagance, even vul- 
garity, has the complete flavor of one 
char ec aspect of life in America 
at the end of the nineteenth century. 


A Critic’s Choice 

One of the last works of the late F. O. 
Matthiessen, Harvard English professor 
and critic, was the editing of The Oxford 
Book of American Verse (Oxford Univer- 
sity Press, 1132 Pages, $5). The work of 
51 poets is presented in 571 selections. 
While emphasis is on the last half century, 
the selections below are representative of 
the earlier part of the book.

URI JELAGIN, a Russian- 
born violinist now playing in 
the Houston Symphony Or- 
chestra, is one of the many ex- 
citizens of the Soviet Union 
who was tossed into a new world 
and a new life by the misfor- 
tunes of war. Jelagin was 
picked up by the Nazis in their 
sweep toward Moscow and de- 
ported to Germany. After the 
surrender he gave concerts in 
the American and English zones 
and managed, in ways not dis- 
closed, to escape the Soviet 
dragnet that would have hauled 
him back to his native land. 
Jélagin came to the United 
*‘ States instead. And- now, like 
others who experienced a simi- 
lar fate, he has a tale to tell. 
Jelagin’s life-story is com- 
municated with abundant de- 
tail in “Taming of the Arts,” 
which is being published this 
month by Dutton. As the none- 
too-arresting title suggests, the 
book is a report on the reia- 
tionship between the artist and 
the state in the Soviet Union 
and an account of the gradual 
reduction of the former to a 
condition of complete subser- 
vience. 
. The main facts of this situa- 
tion are not new, of course. 
Newspaper accounts have been 
quite explicit in telling how 
Shostakovitch, Prokofiev and 
others were rebuked for their 
“formalism,” ‘‘cosmopolitan- 
ism,” etc., and were forced to 
write the sort of music that

wash, What the commissars 
wanted and what, presumably, 
they are now getting, is music 
of elementary construction, so 
elementary that it can be 
grasped immediately and with- 
out effort. The effect is about 
the same as if all the great 
classic masters had been com- 
pelled to write for children. 

Jelagin makes this perfectly 
clear and though, as I’ve said, 
he adds nothing new to the in- 
dictment, his personal experi- 
ences with the situation pro- 
vide further’ circumstantial 
proof. In his opinion, the Soviet 
musical policy was determined 
not so much by mass response 
as by Stalin’s personal taste. 
His reason for thinking so is 
based on_ several incidents 
which had been reported to him 
and one in which he partici- 
pated. 

At a New Year’s eve celebra- 
tion in the Kremlin the author, 
then a member of the U.S.S.R. 
Jazz Band, played in a com- 
mand performance for Stalin, 
the Politburo and hundreds of 
other guests from the higher 
ranks of the Soviet hierarchy. 
Attached to the band was a 
beautiful and young girl singer 
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Jelagin; translated by Nicholas

named Nina Donskaya—a sort 
of Muscovite Jo Stafford— 
whose talents were highly re- 
garded by musicians and the 
public. Stalin listened atten- 
tively to the band numbers and 
applauded vigorously, but when 
the vocalist did her turn he 
quickly lost interest and started 
a conversation with the official 
at his right. That was the end 
of Nina Donskaya; she lost her 
place with the band and dropped 
into obscurity if not worse.

sources that the same fate’ 


had befallen other artists. If 
Stalin applauded, a reputation 
and a career was made. And 
the standing of every artist in 
the Soviet Union as well as 
varying styles of composition 
were sooner or later referred 
back to this one artistic abso- 
lute. Shostakovitch, for in- 
stance, suffered his first pub- 
lic humiliation after Stalin had 
seen his opera “Lady Macbeth 
of Mtsensk” and was duly 
shocked. : 

“Stalin’s musical taste,” 
writes Jelagin, “were the tastes 
of the average person who has 
never contemplated the beau- 
ties of serious music. There is 
no reason why he should not 
have had the right to enjoy 
folk songs or prefer opera to 
symphony. The tragedy was 
that the personal musical tastes 
of a dictator had been translat- 
ed into a totalitarian musical 
policy backed by a merciless 
police terror.” 

Aside from its value as a 
commentary on the devitaliza- 
tion of music and drama—for 
Jelagin was also connected with 
the Vakhtangov Theater — this 
book makes fascinating reading 
as a description of the general 
artistic life in the Russian capi- 
tal and of the many extraordi- 
nary personalities involved in it. 

The reader is offered reveal- 
ing glimpses, if not close de- 
tailed studies of Meyerhold, 
Vaktanghov, Stanislavsky — all 
celebrated theatrical directors— 
Prokofiev, Shostakovitch and 
other composers: Borish Shchu- 
kin, the actor; Alexei Tolstoy, the 
Soviet’s most famous “captive” 
author, and many others.

URING the twenties and 
1) the greater part of the 
thirties the Kremlin sup- 
ported the arts lavishly and 
allowed them a wide range of 
artistic freedom. As a result,

The Arts and the State —— 
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amplified a strong tradition. 
Among the great Russian direc- 
tors, Vsevolod Meyerhold, the 
originator of the “theater in the 
round,” was the outstanding ex- 
perimentalist. He had actors 
mounted on motorcycles sus- 
pended in midair, files of sol- 
diers firing machine guns lpad- 
ed with blanks into the audi- 
ence, whole scenes enacted on 
mammoth staircases, movable 
stages and what not. 

Meyerhold was a martinet 
and an impassioned individual- 
ist, and he had ‘the world of 
the theater by the ears. Then 
on Dec. 17, 1937, Pravda came 
out in an editorial charging 
Meyerhold with “formalism” 
and “anti-nationalism.” 
action soon followed, and by 
government decree Meyerhold 
was thrown out of employment 
and his theater liquidated. 
Stanislavsky gave him a po- 
sition in one of the Art Theater 
studios, but his name went un- 
mentioned in the press for 
months. - 

In 1938, however, Meyerhold 
was invited to take part in the 
National Convention of Theatri- 
cal Directors held under the 
auspices of the Committee on 
Arts, and. this was interpreted 
to mean that he might be re- 
stored to favor. When it came 
his turn to speak, he started 
by admitting that some of the 
charges against him were partly 
true; he was an experimental- 
ist, and he made mistakes. But 
he went on to ask the question: 
What is Soviet Realism?

HIS was his answer: 
T “Apparently Soviet Realism 

is orthodox antiformalism. 
I would like to consider this 
question in practical rather 
than theoretical terms. How 
would you describe the present 
trend in the Soviet Theater? 
(Propaganda plays monopolized 
the whole repertory.) Here I 
have to be frank: If what has 
happened in the Soviet theater 
recently is antiformalism .. . I 
prefer to be considered a for- 
malist. I for one find the work 
in our theaters at present piti- 
ful and terrifying. I don’t know 
whether it is antiformalism, or 
realism, or naturalism, or some 
other ‘ism,’ but-I do know that 
it is uninspired and bad.” 


And in his conclusion Meyer- 
hold told his thunderstruck 
audience: “In your effort to 
eradicate formalism you have 
destroyed art.” 

The next day Meyerhold was 
arrested and disappeared for- 
ever. Three weeks later his wife 
was found murdered in her 
apartment with 17 knife wounds 
in her body. 


Jelagin’s book is not arranged 
chronologically. Evidently he 
has incorperated into the whole 
a number of previously pub- 
lished articles without bother- 
ing to make them fit the con- 
text. So there is a good deal of 
repetition and  back-tracking. 
These are minor faults, as is 
also the frequently unpolished 
writing which probably reflects 
the original text. Its abundance 
of information, most of it ob- 
tained at first hand, makes his 
book a valuable and engrossing 
inside history of drama and 
music under the Soviets. No 
previously published book has 
brought us quite as close to the 
subject or has provided us with 
as many human interest epi- 
sodes and graphic personality 
sketches.

HORTLY after the turn of 

the century, Col. Henry 

Watterson, fiery editor of 
the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
spotted a whimsical editorial in 
the dour Baltimore Sun and 
crowed in elation over the dis- 
covery that the Sun “has got 
itsélf a Whangdoodle.” The 
“Whangdoodle” was young 
Henry Louis Mencken, scion of 
the cigar-manufacturing Balti- 
more Menckens, later to be 
called by Walter Lippmann “the 
most powerful personal influ- 
ence on this whole generation 
of educated people.” 

William Manchester has writ- 
ten a highly readable chronicle 
tracing the rise of this ““Whang- 
doodle” into a commanding 
spot on the literary horizon of 
the ’20s, his abrupt decline be- 
fore the realities of the °30s 
and his revival as arbiter on 
the American language. Here 
is Mencken, the lover of beer, 
loud piano playing, Nietzsche 
and the Kaisey’s Germany; 
Mencken, the fcanny' editor 
launching literary careers on a 
shoe string. ‘

ITH 14 years of service in . 
the Indian Army, a good iseeae 


knowledge of Indian his- 
tory and a sufficiency of imagi- 
nation, Brigadier John Masters, 
D.S.0O., has been able to prove 
himself a far better than aver- 
age junior craftsman with this 
first novel. His book highlights 
some of the most dramatic hap- 
penings of the great revolt of 
the Bengal native army in 1857. 
Setting and color are authentic 
and vivid details, although fre- 
quently over-written, accom- 
pany the fast-moving action. 
Some of the characters, how- 
ever, are too close to puppets, 
but the atmosphere is always 
excellent. Most of his incidents 
are drawn from official reports, 
contemporary letters and Anglo- 
Indian tradition. 
The plot is rather weak, but 
a lot of action and some sus- 
pense are packed into it. Capt. 
Rodney Savage, 13th Rifles, 
Bengal Native Infantry, is a 
“tall man of 30 with black whis- 
kers curling up on high cheek- 
bones” and otherwise might 
have given Gregory Peck some 
competition. His patrician wife 
is vain, silly and so forth. Caro- 
line Langford, proud, serious 
and unattached, is a visitor at 
the “Honourable East India 
Company” outpost of Bhowani, 
and she and the-captain find 
themselves drawn to each other. 
The Rani of Kishanpur, a 
wealthy, intelligent, beauteous 
widow, carries on a short affair 
with Savage and then finds her- 
self alternately hating and lov- 
ing him despite: his refusal to 
have anything more to do with 
her.

Superiority of A.L. 
NNO D. WINIUS relays a 
F couple of pet~ theories 
about controvefsial sports 
subjects, outlined by a lunch- 
eon companion whom he de- 
scribes as “a-local sports en- 
thusiast who was partly re- 
sponsible, at least, for a‘ per- 
formance that probably did as 
much to put St. Louis on the 
inter-collegiate sports map as 


anything that has happened in 
the last 20 years.” 


“This man has retired from 
full-time participation in ama- 
teur and:professional athletics,” 
the letter to Extra Innings says, 
“but it remains his first love. 
His two pet theories were so 
interesting to me that I could 
not resist passing them along. 


“The first concerns the rea- 
son why the American League 
is stronger than the National, 
in all-star games and world 
series. My friend insists that 
the National League tradition 
of switching hitters according 
to whether the pitcher is left- 
or right-handed, is the core of 
the whole situation. 


“He cites Stan Musial as an 
example. . So strong is the Na- 
tional League tendency to 
switching hitters that when 
Musial came up he was obliged 
to alternate, for more than one 
full season, with a guy named 
Coaker Triplett! . . . Musial 
must have known since he was 
17 years old that he could hit 
left-handers as well as right- 
handers. So, why would such 
a guy sign up with a National 
League club farm system and 
automatically provide himself 
with such an additional handi- 
cap, namely of proving to his 
manager that he could hit 
either kind of pitching? Why 
wouldn’t such a guy sign up 
with the American League, 
where there isn’t such a haz- 
ard? The really good guys, 
the great ones, can hit either 
kind of pitching, so they gravi- 
tate to the American League. 


Some Ideas Are Good, 
But Just Won’t Work. 


Y friend’s second obser- 
vation has to do with 
the future of college 
football. The way to de-empha- 
size it, he says, is to let the 
coaches coach their heads off 
until Friday night of each week 
during the playing season. Then, 
give the game to the boys— 
let them meet the emergencies, 
make the substitutions and run 
the game.” 


Well, to take the second idea 
first, we can’t see where that 
would solve any of football's 
problems. And the coach on 
the bench, suffering, plotting, 
master-minding, has become a 
fixture in the sports picture. 
It’s all right to talk about “giv- 
ing football back to the boys,” 
but it never will be done. And 
who wants to do anything to 
reduce the efficiency of the 
football elevens?

National League managers do. 
Rather, it must be that the 
American League, through the 
years, has done a better job of 
grabbing the stars. Way back 
in the old days the American 
had more name players than 
the National. Ruth, Speaker 
and Cobb, the usual all-time 
all-star outfield, was all Amer- 
ican League. 


Perhaps it is because the 
American League club owners 
had the bigger bankrolls, or 
because they were willing to 
go all out in any bidding con- 
test for a young star. The 
Yankees grabbed joe DiMag- 
gio when other clubs must 
have known he was a fine 
prospect. And -when Tommy 
Henrich was a free agent, the 
Yankees outbid the field for 
his services. 

Back in the days of inde- 
pendent minor league opera- 
tion the bankroll was even 
more important than it is to- 
day. Minor league owners 
waited until all bids were in 
before selling an outstanding 
player. And except in New 
York, where the Giants would 
spend lavishly for talent, the 
American League seemed to 
have a big bulge in the bank- 
roll department. 

Conditions have changed in 
recent years and today. there 
isn’t a financially weak club 
in the National League. Even 
the Phillies, once forced by 
poverty to sell players annual- 
ly, now are buyers in a big 
way. And there’s plenty of 
money in Brooklyn, Pittsburgh 
and Boston. Perhaps in a few 
years that pendulum will 
swing the National League 
way. ;

In Debate Over 
New Alignment 


CHICAGO, Jan. 20 (AP)—The 
National Football League today 
began consideration of proposed 
realignment of its American and 


National divisional team makeup. 
Indicating that the reshaping 
would turn into a long-drawn-out 
wrangle was the fact the owners 
adjourned after a three-hour ses- 
sion without making any an- 
nouncements. 

Commissioner Bert Bell re- 
minded sports writers that last 
year’s arrangement of teams re- 
quired 72 hours of discussion. 

“Each club naturally wants the 
best possible: schedule advantage 
and it takes time to work out any 
divisional change,” said Bell. 

The switches, if any, presum- 
ably would involve the Chicago 
Bears, Chicago Cardinals and New 
York Yanks. In 1950, a one-year 
arrangement, it was as follows: 

American Conference (Eastern 
Division)—Cards, Cleveland, New 
York Giants, Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burgh and Washington. 

National Conference (Western 
Division)—Bears, Detroit, Green 
Bay, Los Angeles, Yanks and San 
Francisco. : 

Baltimore’s Colts, which 
dropped out of the league last 
Thursday, was the loop’s 13th and 
“swing” club. Now the 12-club 
circuit can be evenly divided into 
six-club divisions which also

HE racket of pinning little gold badges on political favorites 
and classifying them as conservation inspectors may. soon be 


gone for good in Illinois. 

No. 1 on a program proposed 
by the [Illinois Federation of 
Sportsmen’s Clubs for enactment 
by the state legislature is a bill 
that would take the department 
of conservation out of politics. 
In this respect, the department 
then would be similar to Mis- 
souri’s non-political Conservation 
Commission. 

As recommended by the federa- 
tion, the conservation department 
would be directed by a six-man 
board, with no more than three of 
the members from one political 
party. The board would employ 
an. exectitive secretary whose 
duties would correspond largely 
with those of the present direc- 
tor. 
Employes would be chosen un- 
der civil service procedure and 
serve under the _ conservation 
board. The federation points out 
that this change, should provide 
better qualified personnel, un- 
hampered by political pressure. 

Illinois is a good game state, 
and is particularly good for fish- 
ing, but its conservation depart- 
ment seldom has been well ad- 
ministered. 

When Leonard Schwartz, a for- 
mer president of the Illinois Fed- 
eration of Sportsmen’s Clubs, 
took over as conservation director 
last year, he promptly stopped 
the “gold badge” racket. 

However, the federation, know- 
ing that Schwartz will not be di- 
rector forever, decided to push its 
proposal for a non-political de- 
partment at the current session of 
the Illinois legislature. 

If it succeeds, sportsmen in IIli- 
nois will never again be flaunted 
with the authority of men with 
gold badges who can’t distinguish 
a duck from a dodo..,

Quail Season Review. | 

Perhaps “spotty” is the best 
word to describe the past quail 
geason in the eastern section of 
Missouri. Some hunters said there 
were fewer birds; others, more. 

A. G. Gross, 9551 Edmund 
drive, Overland, who keeps a log 
on his bobwhite activities, was 
out 19 times, hunted in the same 
places as last year, but figured 
he saw only one-half as many 
birds. 

A wide-ranging hunter, he 
bagged a total of 93 quail in 
Dunklin, Ripley, Butler, Wayne, 
Greene, Crawford and Christian 
counties.. His best shoot occurred 
in Wayne county where he and 
his partner, with two dogs, found 
15 coveys and bagged 55 birds 
from Dec. 2 through 4. 

On Nov. 26, in Christian coun- 
ty, he and three -other hunters 
found 10 coveys and killed 26 
birds. He remembers the day 
with sadness, however, because 
his favorite ‘ pointer, Karma's 
Queen, was killed in a shooting 
accident. 

Gross and a companion saw 
only one covey and failed to bag 
a bird Nov. 19 in Wayne county. 
On one hunt, the Overland man’s 
dog pointed a quail while it had 
another bobwhite, just retrieved, 
in its mouth—a feat not often 


seen. 

H. N. Sizemore of 8735 Clifton 
avenue reports he found many 
birds, although his range was not 
so wide as that of Gross. Hunting, 
he says. was good in Crawford 
county, around Cuba. 

His biggest thrills: Watching a 
young pointer, just being trained, 
take a fence and. seeing a young 
man, a novice hunting companion, 
bag a large number of quail. 

Another veteran bobwhite 
shooter, E. F. McDonald, 2919 
Moniteau drive, Belnor, thought 
there were as many birds as last 
year, but he said his luck wasn.t 
as good because the dogs didn’t 
work well. He averaged about 
six birds 4 ~~

Increase in Land Cost. 

The difference between cost of 
the two original projects and the 
newer ones reflects essentially the 
inflation in construction prices. 

‘Average cost of land purchased 
for Carr Square (including the 
old structures thereon, which were 
razed) was 63 cents a square foot, 
and for Clinton-Peabody 72 cents. 
Those sites were obtained in 1940. 
The Cochran Gardens site cost 
76 cents a square foot, a few 
years later. Now, estimated cost 
for M-4 is $1.42, a figure which 
is being closely borne out by ex- 
perience in getting options to date 
on about half of this site. The 
Housing Authority estimates M-5 
will cost $1.66 and M-6 $1.79. 

All six sites. were chosen in 
slum districts, where most of the 
old property was badly deteri- 
orated and the entire neighbor- 
hood decayed. When the earlier 
purchases were made, there was 
less pressure for housing accom- 
modations and greater willingness 
to sell. Now, even hovels are in 
demand for living quarters. There 
is also, of course, some variation 
in the character of individual 
sites and of the old_buildings that 
must be bought, which in a meas- 
ure helps explain the increased 
prices and, especially, the spread 
in prices anticipated for the three 
DeSoto-Carr sites. 


The Housing Authority has the 
right to conacemn property when 
it cannot reach agreement with 
owners on fair prices. 

Density of Population. 

Probably the most objection- 
able effect_of the situation is the 
increase in density of population 
on the sites, Based on the au- 
thority’s figures for families per 
acre, the indicated population of 
persons per acre has risen very 
sharply. 

Population per acre is 123 at 
Carr Square and 126 at Clinton- 
Peabody. It will be 148 at Coch- 
ran Gardens, 217 at M-4, 259 at 
M-5 and, under present expecta- 
tion, 285 at M-6. In contrast, the 
City Plan Commission found 
from the 1946. census that density 
for the city as a whole was only 
20.5 persons per acre, divided 
thus: Apartment and tenement 
districts, 105 persons per acre; 
districts of two-family flats, 58 


‘}per acre, and single-family resi- 


dence sections, 25 per acre. No 
‘great difference in these figures 
would have been found under the 
1950 census. 

Increase in density has come 
about through introduction of 
tall buildings, which of course 
require elevator service, and also 
through increased proportion of 
the ground covered by structures. 
Carr Square and Clinton-Peabody 
have only two-story buildings, 
with some third-floor sections.

Many Plants Denseed By 
Prolonged November F reeze|

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they will make a good recovery 
when new. leaves appear in early 
spring. 

Many of the broad-leaved ever- 
brown leaves can be observed on 
pieris, azaleas, and pyracantha, 
and young tips of boxwood have 
been bleached a dead white. One 
important observation can be 
made: plants on the north side 
of buildings, or in locations where 
they were protected from the sun, 
show little evidence of damage. 

It is important to-give injured 
plants the best of care. Broad- 
leaved evergreens appreciate 


ter, when they may be subjected 
to fluctuating temperatures. A 
period of cold weather, which 
freezes the ground deeply, is 
often followed by a bright, sun- 
ny day. Warm sunshine sets the 
plants “breathing” and “perspir- 
ing” at a fairly rapid rate. Hf 
their roots cannot obtain needed 
moisture from the ground, leaves 
may be severely burned. 

Serious winter burns can be 
prevented, as a rule, if evergreens 
are adequately mulched, Even a 
light layer of mulching material 
will keep the ground from freez- 


ample supply of water. 

For this purpose it is best to 
use organic mulches which can 
be left on the beds. Satisfactory 
ones are leaves, manure, partly 
rotted compost, sawdust, pecan 
hulls, or ground corn cobs. These 
materials can be spread on top of 
frozen ground, if need be. Later 
on, as they break down, they will 
add needed humus to the soil. 

Broad-leaved evergreens which 
were planted last fall may need 
additional protection. A magnolia 
grandiflora, for example, is es- 
pecially vunerable to cold when 
it is struggling to become estab- 
lished. A temporary screen of 
burlap around the plants helps to 
ward off bitter north or west 
‘winds. 

Plants that were. injured last 
fall should be pampered a bit 
during the entire growing season. 
They should be fed this spring, 
and watered as needed during any 


year additional layers of mulch 
may be required to encourage 
vigorous growth. 

Some injury to roses may be 
expected as a result of November 


tanical Garden. 

“I always recommend protect- 
ing plants by Thanksgiving time,’ 
he said, “and this year it certain- 
ly paid off. Some of the plants 
were still in growth when the 
freeze came, and as a result, many 
hybrid teas were frozen back to 
the ground. Canes which were 
protected with a mulch of grass 
apparently came through without 
much damage, and climbing roses 
seem to be all right.” 

It will be easier to tell the ex- 
tent of the damage when growth 
starts in the spring, Kohl says. 
At that time frozen canes can be 
cut off. There may be some fa- 
talities, and chances are that 
many bushes will have to be cut 
back further than usual. 

Kohl prefers to protect the 
Garden’s roses with a mulch of 
pennisetum grass, which he grows 
especially for that purpose. When 
the supply runs out, he hills the 
remaining plans with earth. 
Rose beds which have not re- 
ceived any protection this winter 
may still have benefit if plants 
are mulched with evergreen 
boughs, or branches cut from dis- 
carded Christmas trees. The 
greens allow ample circulation of 
air, but they protect the cans 
from ‘warm sun in early spring.

Murdering Them, Got That Way —Life Hard From Birth

JOPLIN, Mo., Jan. 20. 


OLKS don’t shock easily in Chitwood. You can’t live long among the abandoned mines on 


‘the outskirts of Joplin without knowing life in the raw. 


But last Monday an angry rumble 


rose from the restless ¢rowd that.stood and watched as firemen wearing gas masks climbed into 
one of Chitwood’s abandoned shafts and struggled up to the surface bearing a horrible burden. 

Three of the five water-soaked bodies they brought to light were pitifully small. All had been 
shot at close range.» Two had also been bound and gagged. This : 
Atwood, Ill., missing since Jan. 3 when their blood-splattered car

The families of Chitwood and 
adjoining Smelter Hill had spe- 
cial call for hard words. For even

The creaky 
bed is smothered in balls of dust- 
infested blankets. Dirt-caked 
dishes and jars cover the rickety 
table. There is hardly room to 
walk from the rear door te the 
front door because nearly every 
inch of space is groaning under 
the load of boxes, old suitcases 
and piles of unwashed clothes, 
The walls are insulated with card- 
board torn from abandoned gro- 
cery cartons, 

Young Bill Cook did not al- 
ways have a residence like this 
to come home to. Abandoned by 
his father at the age of five, buf- 
feted about among relatives, fos- 
ter homes, reformatories and the 


state penitentiary, Bill grew up

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OOKING over his brief life 
L span in hindsight it seems as if 

it should have been possible to 
predict with near-mathematical 
accuracy the point when this pim- 
ply-faced youth would pull the 
trigger to kill a fellow-man. In- 
deed, Bill met up with a few well- 
meaning men in correctional in- 
stitutions who made such a pre- 
diction, But these men were not 
equipped to deal with the threat. 
Neither were the guardians, pro- 
bation officers, cops, judges and 
wardens who have had charge of 
his life for 16 years. 

Today, in St. Louis and every- 
where else, other youngsters are 
approaching the explosion point 
where a trigger is pulled, a shot 
rings out and a life is gone. 
Therein lies the real horror in 
the story of Bill Cook. 


Trouble began for Bill at birth, 
He came into the world Dec. 23, 
1928, with a large, ugly growth 
cOvering one eye. It did not im- 
pair the sight of the eye, but in 
order to see out of it he had to 
lift up the lid with his hand. 
Years afterward, the late Dr. Ells- 
worth Moody, a kindly bachelor 
who cared for the wards of the 
Jasper County Circuit Court 
without ever sending a bill, re- 
moved the growth. By that time 
important damage had been done 
to the boy’s outlook on life. Even 
today Bill’s left eyelid droops. At 
the reformatory they called him 
“Cockeye Cook.” 

Bill was a skinny baby. His first 
teeth decayed as they popped up, 
He had a lot of stomach trouble 
and it was hard for him to keep 
down food. Of course there never 
was much food around the house. 
Mostly the Cook brood whiled 
away the time in one-room hovels 
waiting for red-letter days when 
friends and relatives would bring 
in a few vegetables or perhaps 
some biscuits. The kids called 
the biscuits cake.

died. Her name was Laura 
Steven and she had four children 
by a previous marriage when Will 
Cook showed up as a sharecrop- 
per on her father’s cotton farm 
at Webber Falls, Okla. around 
World War I. Not much later 
the family came to Joplin where 
Will went to work for the Eagle- 
Picher people carting wheelbar- 
rows piled high with mixed slag. 
Never avery tall man, he was 
strong as an ox. Men who worked 
with him in the early ‘twenties 
say he could haul the biggest 
load of anyone in the_place and 
it was rumored that he sometimes 
made as much as $100 a week. 

Will left his wife and children 
about a year before Laura died. 
One day in 1933 she was cutting 
kindling wood. A stick jumped 
high and fell heavily right be- 
tween her eyes. Though weak- 
ened by a stroke suffered some 
time before she walked calmly in 
the house and told the children, 
including Bill, that she was lying 
down for a nap. Hours later, 
when the children got hungry, 
they ran into a neighbor’s house 
and cried: 

“Mommie went to sleep and 
we can’t wake her up.” 

She was dead.

“The judge then boarded the 
boy with another woman at the 
court’s expense, 

“He did not have a nickel’s 
worth of clothes and what he had 
on was dirty enough to stand 
alone,” .the court record en 
read at that time. And it added: 


““BILL IS NOT A BAD BOY.” 


Then, on July 15, 1941, the 
lad’s latest foster mother re- 
turned Bill to the probation of- 
fice. He was booked as “incor- 


rigible” and the. judge sent him , 


to the Missouri State Training 
School ‘for Boys. He went there 
by choice because he said he pre- 

ferred it. The record states: 
“We gave him his choice of 
staying in a home or going to the 
reform school and let him choose 
the home.. He still insists he will 
not stay any place we put him.”

When our misuse of the 
land destroys the natural balance, our animals suffer from 


the same kinds of “hidden hunger” that today effect a large : 


part of our human population. They become susceptible to 
many diseases, some of which they pass along to us. And as 
in the treatment of many human ailments we are finding out 


it is far easier to prevent the diseases resulting from hidden 
hunger than it is to cure them. .

there a goodly quantity of 
Chase lobby furnishings, in- 
cluding five heavy cabinet ash 
stands and a dozen lamps.

The Hotel Mayfair, which 
lost 2000 napkins in one 
month last year, and regularly 
loses 100 sheets a month, esti- 
mates its annual disappearance 
bill at $20,000. The purchasing 
agent for the Chase, Park 
Plaza and Forest Park hotels 
figures that eliminating break- 
age of china and glass and 
losses in silverware would pay 
50 per cent of all employe sal- 
aries. The Hotel Jefferson an- 
ticipates a loss this year of 
$9000 in silverware alone. 


The hotel managers, Joe 
Jones of the Chase, Joseph A. 
Harper of the Jefferson, Gor- 
don Heiss of the Mayfair and 
Howard Busch of the Statler, 
all agree that it is impossible 
to determine exactly how much 
of their losses are due to sticky 
fingers of the customers and 
how much to butterfingers of 
workers. 

“There’s a certain amount of 
normal wear and tear, a cer- 
tain amount of loss,” says Jef- 
ferson Manager Harper, who

things do get legs and walk 
out, sometimes .out the back 
door, sometimes out the front, 
but you can’t always determine 
which it is.” 

“It's seldom that people 
come in, intending to steal,” 
says Joe Jones, “but in check- 
ing out, they'll often use tow- 
els to wrap up shoes, or take 
a water glass so they can have 
a drink on the way, or an ash- 
tray as a souvenir.

But 
we do know that soil and water, sun and air are the 
elements which support it, and whether these ele- 
ments are wisely used depends in large measure upon 
human intelligence. 
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@ WHEN IT COMES to what we eat, no people on earth 
were ever more self-indulgent than we Americans, The result 
is the “hidden hunger" which shows itself when our young 
men are examined for the dreft and also in many of the ills 
from which our population suifers. The difficulty is not one 
of calories, since our calorie intake is the highest in the 
world.

army was in revolt and that Dr.

Dollfuss could only whisper, 
and the conversation was ex- 
tremely difficult to hear. Fey 
leaned forward and his own words 
of what followed were: “The 
Chancellor complained that he 
could not move. Then he thanked 
me for my past co-operation and 
asked me to care for his family. 
He asked that further bloodshed 
be avoided. I did my best to 
console him. The guards were or- 
dering us to finish and brusquely 
told the Chancellor to be quick 
with what he had to say. Dr. 
Dollfuss repeated that he wanted 
to avoid further bloodshed and 
that he wanted peace. I was 
anxious to hear more. He asked 
for a doctor and at that point I 
was taken away.” 

Two and three-quarter — 
after he had been shot, the Chan- 
cellor was dead. A devout Cath- 
olic, he had been denied the sol- 
ace of either priest or doctor. 

Ironically enough, the plotters 
who dominated -the §situa- 
tion in the Chancery, were now 
completely surrounded by loyal 
government troops and police 
forces. 

Likewise the seizure of the ra- 
dio station had been nullified by 
some of the engineers who had 
barricaded themselves on the up- 
per floor of the building. They 
made an outside call to the Bisam- 
berg transmitter and ordered the 
main line to the studio to be dis- 
connected. The plotters had 
hoped to, go on the air every 10 
minutes with “Dollfuss is dead, 
Rinteln is Chancellor,” to con- 
fuse the country and the world. 
Shortly after their first an- 
nouncement all they had was a 
dead microphone. Regular pro- 
grams continued to be_ broadcast 
according to schedule from a 
makeshift studio on Schelling 
street, a short distance away. 

No sooner had the broadcast 
mentioned Rinteln’s name than 
loyal officials went to his 
at the Imperial Hotel and sug- 
gested that he give himself into 
their custody, in order. to avert 
scandal. He protested at first but 
finally agreed. 

In the street only a few real- 
ized that anything was wrong at 
the Chancery, where the 144 
Nazis had for hostages 150 Gov- 
ernment officials, and one dead 
chancellor, and where all sur- 
rounding streets were being 
sealed off by troops and police. 

Shortly before four, Major Fey 
appeared on the balcony. Escorted 
-by rebels with drawn guns he 
called to the group of loyal of- 
ficials in the square. “Who is in 
charge?” 

Police Captain Eibel stepped 
forward, saluted, and said that 
he was ‘awaiting orders. 

One of the rebel leaders, Franz 
Holzweber, who was standing next

In the meantime, the ministers 
and state secretaries who had left 
the cabinet meeting on Dollfuss’ 
orders, got together in the Na- 
tional Defense a Bae and on 
oe authority of President Wil- 

helm Miklas, who was vacationing 
at a suburban resort, formed a 
new government with Dr. Kurt 
von Schuschnigg (now professor 
of history and government at St. 
Louis University) at the helm. 
The group’s first action was to 
send as spokesman Herr Neu- 
stadter-Sturmer to the Chancery. 

He arrived with a promise of 
safe conduct to the German 
frontier for all the rebels on the 
condition that there would be no 
bloodshed. 


When Holzweber said he could 
make no move without Rintem, 
he was informed that Rintein 
had been under arrest since eariy 
afternoon and that he was not 
coming. 

When it was learned that Doll- 
fuss had been murdered, the safe- 
conduct promise was withdrawn. 
Instead of being escorted to the 
frontier the terrorists were 
locked up in the Marokaner po- 
lice barracks. 

Rinteln, who had been taken 
to the Ministry for National- De- 
fense, was given a bed for the 
night. 

Then at one o'clock in the 
morning on the twenty-sixth, two 
detectives arrived to take him to 
the political police for ques 
tioning. 

Colonel Pohl, a staff officer, 
went in to tell him that “two gen- 
tlemen wished to speak to him.” 


Rinteln, who had taken off his 
coat, was stretched out on the bed. 
He sat up, said, “Just a moment.” 

Colonel Pohl withdrew and 
waited with the detectives in the 
hall. Two minutes passed. A dull 
report was heard. The colonel and 
the detectives rushed into the 
room. The light was on and 
Rinteln was sitting in a chair, 
lefning against the desk. One of 
the detectives shouted, “Herr 
Minister! What are you doing?”

Karl Mahrer, a member of the 
Heimatschutz, or militia, was 
about to enter the cafe, where he 
was a regular customer, when he 
noticed a heavy-set man by the 
doorway staring at him intently. 
He ae Ae to talk to him. It was 
Dobler, who showed his creden- 
tials and asked Mahrer to do the 
same. Mahrer did so and asked 
if there was anything he could do. 

“Well,” said the inspector, “I 
have been waiting for someone 
from the Fatherland Front but 
perhaps you can be just as help- 
ful.” With that they stepped in- 
side and took seats at a table 
away from the window. 

After the waiter had gone, Dob- 
ler said, “An attempt will be 
made to murder Chancellor Doll- 
fuss at the cabinet meeting this 
afternoon. He must be warned 
at all costs.” 

Mahrer looked at his compan- 
ion to see if he was some sort 
of crank, but Dobler was peffect- 
ly serious. “I have been invited 
to take part in the plot,” he 
went on. “At eight o’clock this 
morning I was told by my super- 
ior, Detective Inspector Joseph 
Steiner, that orders would reach 
me between eleven and one this 
afternoon at an address on Lerch- 
tenfelder street. I must get this 
information directly to one of the 
cabinet ministers.” 

It was a strange story to be

| Ernest Mayer, a retired army 

officer and a high official in 
the Heimatschutz, was also in the 
Weghuber.

At the Central, Dobler repeated 
his story for the third time. 
When he had finished ‘Wrabel 
said, “It is now 11:30—suppose

\.are supposed to receive orders 
and let us see what they are.” 

It was exactly 11:39 when Capt. 
Mayer drove off with Dobler for 
94 Lerchtenfelder street.

CORRESPONDENT wants 
to know if there is such a 
thing as an ideal tempo in 

musie. That query should be ad- 

dressed to someone who is both 

a practicing philosopher and an 

experienced interpretive musician 

accustomed to.making decisions 
about tempi frequently and regu- 

Jarly. That liberally endowed per- 

son might hold that there is a 


“best” tempo for every important; 


subdivision of every musical com- 
position and still hesitate to use 
the word “ideal” since it implies 
rfection. Or he might align 
imself with the absolutists 
and contend that every compusi- 
tion, at the moment of its eom- 
pletion demanded, by reason of 
its structure and expressive .con- 
tent, one exact rate of speed then 
and thereafter. 

Such a person would have: to 
find justification in philosophic 
theory, in the idea of Plato's 
basic forms for instance, for in 
practice tempos do change. 

For myself I would say there 
is definitely an optimum or best 
tempo for any given period of 
musical history and that it is de- 


termined by the innate character | 


of the ntusic, by the conditioned 
expectz*’ -:s of the audience and, 
to a considerably lesser extent by 
the. skill of the performer or per- 
formers. Audience reaction plays 
a part because what is considered 
fast in one day and age may not 
seem fast enough in another peri- 
od. The general and psychological 
conditicns that affect the musical 
public in the whole of its life 
also affects its —_ to music.

IF THE METRONOMIC INDI- 
C. IONS on Beethoven’s scores 
may be taken as a guide the 
Beethoven symphonies in general 
are ple; ° more :’~,'y now, than 
when he was alive. Since Beetho- 
ven placed the speed indications 
on many of his scores after the 
metronome was invented—in 1816 
toward the close of his life—it 
may be argued that his judgment 
was not reliable. This seems im- 
probable. But the possibility that 
Beethoven's tempos may have 
slowed down in this age of speed 
is sorcwhat surprising. It may be 
that the people seek in music a 
contrast with the pace of their 
general life. 

What seems irrefutable to me— 
to return to the main question— 
is that any change in tempo af- 
fects in some degree the charac- 
ter of the music. Moreover the 
transformation in character may 
be proportionately greater than 
the modification of pace. Several 
erudite authorities have denied 
this contention.

EVEN THOSE who take this 
view must admit that the prin- 
ciple is walid only within limita- 
tions.

Unfortunately there are no ref- | 
erence points, no fixed standards 
by which a tempo can be estab-| 
lished, The metronomic indica-| 
tions are not arbitrary. Composers 
can be wrong about their own 
works.and have been known to 
change their minds after hearing 
a rehearsal. The conductor is in- 
fluenced in setting a tempo both 
by tradition and by his own feel- 
ings and intellectual convictions. 
As conductors are different tempi 
are different; and some con- 
duetors can make a radical de- 
parture seem plausible while 
others: break their necks in a 
manner of speaking. 

There are, however, one or two 
rules of thumb. A tempo that 
makes it impossible for all the 
notes to be clearly sounded and 
heard is too: fast. A piece in 
which there are many changes of 
harmony within a given number 
of measures seems. faster than 
one that has only a few. There- 
fore the latter should be taken 
faster than the former even when

THE RULING IMPORTANCE 
of tempo was attested by Richard 
Wagner, admittedly a great con- 
ductor even by his enemies. “The 
whole duty of a conductor” he 
said, “is comprised in his ability 
always to indicate the right tem- 
po.” And the sole guide to the 
right tempo was found in “the 
right comprehension of the me- 
los.” By melos he meant all as- 
pects of melody, its rhythm, 
shape, accentuation and most of 
all its innate expressiveness. He 
offered a further clue by saying 
that many conductors failed to 
find the -right tempo because 
they were ignorant of singing. 
All of this comes under the 
head of “helpful hints.” They 
are not infallible guides since 
the interpreter is always thrown 
back on his. own resources 
in judging the quality of a me- 
lodic line and what pace is most 
conducive to its full disclosure. 

Wagner used a number of ex- 
amples, however, which were 
more to the point. Discussing 
Beethoven's Eighth Symphony he 
pointéd out that the third move- 
ment was marked Tempo di Minu- 
etto and he was shocked* when 
he heard it played as the usual 
Beethovenian scherzo. It sounded 
“paltry” to his ears and mechan- 
ical evidence of the fact that the 
pace was too was the 
ability of the ‘cellos to negotiate 
the passage in triplets. 

Tempos are vital but they will 
always remain a matter for the 
interpreter’s inward conviction. 
And eminent authorities often 

. Ravel was so annoyed 
with Toscanini’s when the 
latter directed the “Bolero” at a 
concert in Paris that he refused 
to take a bow—a procedure which 
amounted to a public rebuke.

He 
kept it neatly cut, used a lot of 
perfumed oil on it and stopped 
frequently to comb it in front of 
of a mirror and put the curls in 
place.

Cook remembered the other day 

how Bill left home last Novem- 
ber more embittered than ever.

His feet 
peeked out of the sides of his 
shoes. His haggard face was set 
in hard, deep lines. 

“Bill said he wasn’t never 
gonna be arrested no more,” Will 
said.

For those whose activity 
is suddenly limited as a result of heart disease or 
other illness, any such waste of strength may soon 
make the difference between a useful, happy life 
and that of semi-invalid. 

For several years, the American Heart Associ- 
ation has addressed itself to the problem of mak- 
ing housework easier.'. Although its research is 
carried out with the cardiac patient in mind, it has 
invited all housewives to help themselves to its 
labor-saving ideas. 

Most of these, as the Heart Association is show- 
ing in weekly demonstrations now being conducted 
in St. Louis, are matters of minor rearrangements 
plus a few simple tools. Further economy of effort 
can come through the woman's critical study of 
her own work habits. This means that each major 
task should be broken down and examined in terms 
of getting ready, doing the job and cleaning up 
after it. It sometimes becomes evident that not 
only several steps can be combined into one, or 
eliminated entirely, but that the entire job can be 
done away with. :

FTER he had taken office as the new Lord Rector of 
Scotland's Glasgow University, Dr. John MacCormack 
made a classic understatement.

1. Men should be better drivers than women 
but most of them aren't. Reasons? They are 
too impatient, are less considerate of others 
while driving, have worse accidents. 


2. Young men, the first few years after learn- 
ing to drive, plunge into trouble, have a 
bad accident record. Women, after learning 
to drive, set an excellent safety record. 


3. Most dangerous age for men drivers: 21; 
for women: 37. 


4. Men usually say, after a crash: “I didn't 
see it (the other car, the train, the curve).”’ 


5. Women are more courteous, react faster, 
are more careful about speed laws. 


6. Women’s handicaps: they are timid, lack 


strength and size, are poor at judging dis- 
tance (see photo directly below).

N MY BUSINESS it’s dangerous for a wo- 
man to know too much about driving— 
especially when dealing with mén. Let 

me give you an example. 

In Michigan, last month, I came upon a 
car stuck in a snowbank. The driver, a man, 
had spun the wheels—a fatal mistake. 

He glared at me when I stopped, and asked 
me to send a tow truck from the next town. 
This was where I made my mistake. I of- 
fered, politely, to help him out. I drive thou- 
sands of miles each winter—it’s my job—and 
I have to know how to get out. . 

The man smiled sourly. Help from a wo- 
man driver? 

I suggested he shovel a little snow from 
the wheels. He had no shovel. I gave him a 
scoop I always carry. Then I asked him to 
take out the four old bath mats he would 
find in the luggage compartment. I asked 
him to brace them under the wheels. 

Having once committed the unpardonable 
sin, I sinned again. Would he mind if I tried 
—just once—to drive his car out of the snow- 
drift? This time, bless him, he positively 
laughed. 

I shifted into reverse, let the clutch in 
gently and rocked the car back—no more 
than two or three inches. Then I let the car 
roll ahead and-—gently—moved forward in 
low gear. I was careful not to spin the 
wheels. The car rolled easily onto the high- 
way. 

Silently he put back the mats. 


“Thank YOU,” he snapped and drove on.

I 
am completely frank when I say men could 
be better drivers—if they listened to women 
once in a while! 7 
I simply mean that women have certain 


- traits that the male would do well to study 


if he wants to stay alive. Statistics show that 


women have nearly as many accidents as . 


men, but they’re less damaging. The big 
killer on our roads is the speeding male who 
is so sure of himself! 

Oh, yes, we have our faults. We panic. 
We’re embarrassed when men shout at us. 
We aren't big enough and strong enough to 
push today’s big cars around fast in today’s 
jammed streets. 

Let me say to men right now: the next 
time you hear the scornful words “woman 
driver!” remember: that woman you see 
stalled in traffic, confused in a jam, hesitat- 
ing at a busy corner is weaker, smaller, more 
timid than a man. Often she can’t see over 
either the steering wheel or the hood. That’s 
a big piece of machinery she’s pushing 
around, and most of us do quite well with it. 

But, we’re willing to learn from men! 


A woman will take advice—but it’s the rare 
male who will take criticism—even from an-_ 
other male. Prof. A. R. Lauer, professor of 
psychology at Iowa State College and one of 
America’s top driving authorities, bears me 
out. Men, he says, could be better drivers— 


if they weren't quite so sure of themselves! 


In designing automobiles, too, the male 
influence has been too sure of itself! How 
can a car seat designed for a husky male of 
average height also suit a shorter woman? 

Many of us cannot brace our feet against 
the floor at all—nor can we even see the 
curb against which we try to park. How 
many seats adjust for height?

_ True, the automatic shift helps, and so 
does the hill-holder. But what about the 
hand-brake? I’ve seen hundreds of women 
struggling to lock and unlock brakes. Why? 

Nor, to my knowledge, has a brake pedal 
ever been designed suitable for high heels. 

I’ve long made it a practice, when I talk 
to women's clubs, to ask two questions: 
“What do you dislike most about driving a 
car?” and “What do you like most?” 

The answers have been amazingly con- | 
sistent. Women, first of all dislike heavy 
traffic. Second, they dislike parallel parking 
(that is with wheels parallel to the curb). 
Why? Today’s cars are so big a small woman 
can’t “feel” her way to the curb between 
other cars.

To make us happier, here’s what we'd like. 
@ More “repair ure cruising main.

@ Smaller steering whesis that require 
fewer turns when we park or turn. 

@ More roadside resting places. 

@ Understandable traffic signs. 

@ ‘Lower, shorter, engine hoods, so we can 
see our fenders—and the road. 

Finally, there’s the matter of law enforce- 
ment. Women have a more heaithy respect 
for the law than most male drivers. 

Why, they ask, on a highway with a posted 
speed limit of 40 m.p.h., is the prevailing 
speed more apt to be closer to 50? 

This doesn’t seem to worry men but 
women are different. It’s that annoying 
trait: we can’t help being conscientious.

HE X-RAY PICTURE of the injured factory wor- 


ker’schest was marked by sinister shadows. 


They showed where vicious steel splinters, 

flung from a bursting flywheel, were imbedded. 

In three cities — Chicago, Baltimore and New 

York — doctors peered at the shadows while the 
man lay on a hospital table in Baltimore. 

Doctors have used TV for con- 
sultation before, but this time TV 
was peering —by X-ray — directly 
into the man’s injured chest. No 
X-ray photographs were used. 
Precious minutes were saved— - 
and so was the man’s life. 

Demonstrated for the first 
time at Baltimore’s famous Johns 
Hopkins University Medical 
School, the TV-X-ray apparatus 
is the product of two years of re- 
search by Dr. Russell H. Morgan, 
chief radiologist at Johns Hop- 
kins University. 

Heretofore, doctors have used two methods o 
X-ray technique. The first is the time-consuming 
and expensive process of making an X-ray nega- 
tive. The second is by placing a patient behind 
a fluoroscope and looking directly into his 
body. Here, the image is so dark that a doctor 
must sit in a dark room for half an hour before 
he can see the image properly. 

Dr. Morgan’s machine —a sensitive television 
System—provides two short cuts: (1) it steps up 
the brightness of the ordinary X-ray image 300 
to 3,000 times; (2) it lets the doctor see inside 
you at once. 

Why is Dr. Morgan’s machine likely to be im- 
portant to you? Doctors give two reasons: 

(1) It can bring the best medical brains in 
any part of the country together on a case; 
(2) it can save precious time by making possible 
an immediate X-tay examination by all the 
Scattered consultants.
